TORTURE IN FCHS 


‘You’re in World Civ —Ben- 
nett and Buchanan — really?” a 
veteran of this class asks with a 
pitying look, “‘Have fun.”’ 

The World Civilization course 
is widely known through Falls 
Church as ‘“‘very challenging.”

Are you one of the few people who 
have noticed if a teacher of your’s 
comes to class with their hair cut 
shorter or styled differently than when 
you first saw them earlier in the day? 
If so, and you haven’t figured out why 
or how, than it is about time that you 
learned about COSMETOLOGY. 

Cosmetology is not only a vocation- 
al course but it is also a full service 
salon. Students offer salon services 
ranging from manicures to perms and 
hair coloring. The prices for these ser- 
vices are almost ridiculously low and 
few teachers and students take advan- 
tage of them. 

What exactly goes on in cosmeto- 
logy? First of all, the class lasts for 
three hours and the time is divided 
into classroom instruction and salon 
instruction. Classroom instruction 
covers theory and the human anato- 
my, which is important when giving 
facials to know the different facial 
muscles. Once the students have 
learned what needs to be done in the 
salon, they go and practice to perfect 
their newly learned skill. 

A student is graded on their work 
habits, attendance, how well they per- 
form their practical skills, and most 
importantly their attitude. Who would 
want a grouchy or sloppy beautician 
cutting their hair? 

Cosmetology is the basis which pre- 
pares students for the state board. If 
they pass the state board test, finding 
a job is easier than it would seem since 
jobs are readily available. Being in this 
course does not mean the only option 
is to work ina salon since there is a big 
market in the beauty manufacturing 
field. 

For example, the course instructor, 
Ms. Syphax, has taught cosmetology 
for five years in Fairfax County but her 
second career is as a hair coloring con- 
sultant for Clairol.

MECHANICS 


Auto-Mechanics, a three 
period class, was only avail- 
able to Juniors and Seniors 
this past year. However, 
next year a one period class 
will be offered to any inter- 
ested Sophomores. The 
class is worth three credits, 
and there were a total of 
twenty-five students that 
were enrolled in this class 
this past year. 

Joel Rosen, the instructor 
of Auto-Mechanics, uses the 
donated cars for teaching 
demonstrations and display. 
After he is finished using 
the cars, they are hauled 
away. The students, on the 
other hand, work on cus- 
tomers cars, not the donat- 


ed cars. The students in 
Auto-Mechanics work on 
customers cars for a $2.00 
service charge plus the re- 
tail price of the parts used. 
The money that is received 
goes toward Auto-Mechan- 
ics, the students don’t get 
any of the money. 

An average day in Auto- 
Mechanics is as follows: for 
the first 15 to 20 minutes 
the teacher instructs the 
class, then the class breaks 
up into small groups of two 
to three people and they 
work on customers cars. 
The last 15 to 20 minutes 
are spent cleaning up the 
shop room.

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TAKING CARE OF BUSINESS 


In FCHS Business Courses 
are becoming more and 
more popular each year. Of 
the many selections that are 
offered Business Data Pro- 
cessing I and II, Accounting 
I and II, and Typing I and II 
are the most popular. 

In Business Data Process- 
ing I you learn the Basic Ian- 
guage of the computer.

DAVID “DEAGON” EDGAR, A MAN OF MANY STATIONS 


“Uhhh... . Oh yeah, this is power 
105 WPRW, OOPS! 105 WAVA” 


As well as spinning discs, David also 


has to take hourly checks to make 


sure the programming is o.k. 


Every morning at 8:45, for 
the past four years, that inno- 
cent intercom on the wall in first 
period has been transformed 
into a funnel of information. Da- 
vid ‘“‘Deagon”’ Edgar, has been 
the host of the morning news 
update since his freshmen year. 
Unfortunately, all good things 
must come to an end... or is 
that a beginning? 

Since Dave is a senior this 
year, he will not be returning for 
a new season (and he’s not plan- 
ning to syndicate re-runs). This 
raises questions about the future 
of David Deagon and WFCH ra- 
dio. We asked him what would 
become of this unique form of 
entertainment: 

“Well my teachers decided 
not to renew my contract,”’ 
Dave told us, “‘Actually, we are 
working on plans to continue the 
station next year under new 
management, but nothing is 
final.”’ 

As for David, you will hear 
from him again. In August 1986, 
Dave got his first on air shifts at 
WPRW 1460-AM. “I was work- 
ing as an assistant in engineering 
at WAVA-FM. I told them of my 
goals to be on-the-air and the 


only thing I lacked was experi- 
ence. So since I wasn’t about to 
join the army to get it, I sent a 
tape to WPRW. Eventually I got 
a job doing swing shifts . 
which led to full-time fill-ins. 

David’s big break came in De- 

,cember 1986 when an air shift 
became available at WAVA. Ev- 
ery Sunday morning, while 
you're eating your family break- 
fast, Dave is busy spinning syndi- 
cated “Rick Dees’ records at 
Washington’s number one hit 
music station. Over the winter 
holidays, the youngest disc jock- 
ey in the Washington market, 
cracked open the mike for the 
first time. 

“Actually I was on the air at 
WPRW on Christmas when I re- 
ceived the call, ’’ Dave told us. 
“They wanted me to go on Sat- 
urday morning. I had another 
shift at WPRW that conflicted 
with that time, but you better 
believe I found a way out of that. 
My goal had been to be on at 
WAVA by the end of 1986. On 
December 27th, it came true!”’ 

Since that first on-air shift at 
WAVA, Dave has received two 
hours a week, Sunday morning 
from 4am to 6am, of air time. 


While playing records all day, David 
sometimes feels that he’s a part of them. 


Every Sunday morning David can be 
heard doing the weather during the 
“Rick Dee’s”’ countdown. 


“Maybe it’s not the most hap- 
penin’ time to be on, but it gives 
me a chance to practice and ex- 
periment with different tech- 
niques at a time I know my boss 
is not listening. That’s when I 
play my Meatloaf records!” 

We asked Dave if he ever go 
nervous about going on the real 
radio. 

“Tts’s funny because when I’m 
on at WAVA, in one minute I 
talk to more people than I’ve 
probably ever met, but since I 
don’t see them, it doesn’t feel 
any different that WFCH. As for 
WPRW, that station only has 
five listeners . . . and three of 
them are cows grazing out in the 
pasture.” 

So what does the future hold 
for our high school boss jock? 
David plans to attend college 
next year, at the same time he 
will keep a part-time job in the 
business. Then after graduating 
from college, with five years of 
broadcasting experience, he'll 
go on to be the next fast talking, 
high payed, obnoxious radio 
personality with a big ego... or 
has that already happened? 
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
